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In order to guide American exporters as to the proper 
Consular procedure in handling orders placed with them 
by Brazilian importers, the Office of the Commercial

Beginning at a date to be announced in the near future, the 
Brazilian Consulates in the United States will not be allowed to 
issue visas on Consular invoices pertaining to products listed in 
Regulation No. 7, of January 22, 1945, issued by the Ministries 
of Finance and Foreign Affairs of Brazil, unless such invoices 
are accompanied by the necessary import licenses as provided 
by the Export-Import Department of the Bank of Brazil. 


List of Products 


Products subject to import license are included in a list pre- 
pared by the Office of the Commercial Counselor and num- 
bered according to Scheduie “B” of the Commerce Department 
of the United States of America. This list is published on page 5 
of this Bulletin. Additional copies may be obtained from either 
the Office of the Commercial Counselor in New York or the 
Brazilian Consulates.

Procedure for Handling Orders Placed by Brazilian Importers

An import license will not be required when the order refers 
to materials or equipment destined for the manufacture of im- 
plements of war and has been placed directly by the Brazilian 
Government through the Ministries of War, Navy or Aero- 
nautics. 

An exception to the presentation of import license is also 
made with regard to orders placed with exporters before Janu- 
ary 23, 1945. In such cases, the exporter will attach to the 
Consular invoice a photostatic copy of the order received from 
the Brazilian importer. 

In order to facilitate examination of the Consular invoice, the 
exporter should state therein, in the column provided for the 
description of the goods, and following each item, the com- 
modity numbers, as established in Schedule “B” of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. This applies to all products regardless of 
whether they are subject to import license or not. In cases 
where a Consular invoice is not required, such information 
should appear on the commercial invoice. 

In case of acceptance of orders unaccompanied by the neces- 
sary import license (and in order to avoid delays in legalizing 
the Consular invoices) , exporters should request the importers 
to have the Export-Import Department of the Bank of Brazil 
cable the particulars of said license to the Brazilian Consulate 
where the invoice is to be legalized. If in doubt about the 
proper procedure to be followed, exporters may communicate 
by letter, telegram or telephone with the Office of the Com- 
mercial Counselor of the Brazilian Embassy in New York, 
where further information will be readily supplied. 

In case of partial shipment of an order (that is, when the 
total products ordered are not shipped at one time), the Con- 
sulate will indicate on the import license the amount mentioned 
in the invoice, and will return the import license to the exporter 
so he can resubmit it at the time the balance of the order is 
shipped. 

Regarding orders covered by S. P. licenses issued for projects 
or programs, an extra copy of the import recommendation will 
be considered as an import license. The same procedure out- 
lined above will also be followed in cases where partial ship- 
ments are involved, except that indication will be made on the 
copy of the import recommendation. 


Special Cases 


In an emergency the Office of the Commercial Counselor 
may furnish the exporter with a photostatic copy of the im- 
port recommendations accompanying the projects or programs. 

In spite of the fact that an import license is valid for a 
period of one hundred and fifty days, the Consulates may ex- 
tend this period if the exporter shows that the time is insufficient 
for shipment of the order to Brazil. 

In order to avoid mistakes exporters are hereby informed 
that import licenses should be attached to the Consular invoices 
and not to the applications for export license filed with the 
Foreign Economic Administration.

BIG BAHIA TOBACCO CROP 

Bahia’s 1944-45 tobacco crop is estimated at 350,000 
bales (52,500,000 pounds) as compared with 260,000 
bales (42,900,000 pounds) for the 1943-44 period. 

About 30,000 bales of Bahia tobacco is consumed an- 
nually in the manufacture of cigars and cigarettes, ap- 
proximately 90 percent of which goes into cigars. 

Exports of Bahia leaf totaled 243,698 bales in 1942 
and 204,947 bales in 1943. Exports during the first 10 
months of 1944 totaled 321,476 bales, compared with 
183,726 bales during the corresponding period of 1943. 

Production of the five cigar factories operating in the 
State of Bahia totaled 152,213,941 cigars during the 
period January-October 1944. In 1943 production 
amounted to 149,602,272; in.1942, 157,563,029; and in 
1941, 139, 688,219.

FIRST MACHINE-SHELLED , 4, 
CASHEW NUTS ARRIVE 


The first shipment of mechanically shelled cashew 
nuts to be shipped from Brazil has arrived in New York, 
according to information just received by the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau. 

This experimental consignment of whole and cracked 
kernels amounts to two tons and was processed and 
shipped by the Industrias Agroquimicas do Brasil, For- 
taleza, Ceara, a subsidiary of Irvington Varnish and In- 
sulator Company, Irvington, New Jersey. Nine addi- 
tional tons of mechanically shelled nuts are also en route 
to New York, and more will be exported as soon as ship- 
ping facilities permit. 

Predicting a wide use of Brazilian cashew shell oil in 
the American manufacture of its derivatives, W. F. Hoff. 
mann, Jr. Vice President of the Irvington Varnish and 
Insulator Company, said that the quality of the nuts re- 
ceived was generally satisfactory. He added, however, 
that improvement in quality and efficiency of produe- 
tion, as well as larger yields, will be necessary before 
mechanical shelling is established on a sound commer- 
cial scale in Brazil. 

Now that restrictions on the importation of cashews 
have been removed, said Mr. Hoffmann, the United 
States can look to Brazil as a reliable source for broken 
kernels used by candy manufacturers and bakeries, as 
well as some whole kernels preferred by housewives for 
table purposes. 

Those connected with the industry are optimistic 
about the development of Brazil’s cashew nut crop, and 
some experts believe that with proper machinery Brazil 
will eventually be able to compete with the low cost 
labor market of India, now the principal supplier of 
cashews to the United States. Certain inadequacies in 
equipment design have become apparent in the initial 
large scale runs and corrections will have to be made. 

Mr. Hoffmann said: “As time goes on and as further 
experience is gained, and with proper technical super- 
vision, our process will be established on a firm footing. 
A great deal of very careful and exacting control is re 
quired in this process. Temperature and time elements 
are of vital importance, and not until a great many large 
production runs have been made can the proper cond 
tions for maximum yields and quality be established.” 

According to United States Department of Com- 
merce statistics, the potential annual supply of cashew 
nuts in the Western Hemisphere greatly exceeds. the 
80,000 to 100,000 tons processed in India every year. 

The industry was developed in Brazil as a result o 
wartime curtailment of supplies from India. While i 
1941 Brazil exported only 4,000 kilos, in 1942 the volume 
rose to 86,460 kilos. In 1943 exports dropped to 39,7% 
kilos, principally due to a lack of labor caused by cot 
centration of strategic materials as well as a shortagt 
of shipping space. 
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Brazilian firms are now particularly interested in pur- 
chasing textile, sugar mill, leather and woodworking 
machinery from the United States, according to a sur- 
vey based on several hundred commercial inquiries re- 
ceived since January, 1945 by the Brazilian Government 
Trade Bureau. About one-fifth, or 20 percent, of the re- 
quests were for such machinery. 

Principal Needs 

Especially in demand, the survey shows, are looms, 
spindles and other equipment for the spinning and 
weaving of cotton textiles. This is followed by mill ma- 
chinery for grinding and refining sugar cane and dis- 
tilling alcohol. Circular saws used in the lumber indus- 
try, machine tools and beverage bottling equipment are 
also among the foremost requirements. 

Next in line are dyes for textile and leather industries, 
sulfa drugs, penicillin, vitamin pills and other pharma- 
ceuticals, cosmetics including leg paint and hair dyes, 
and barber shop and beauty salon equipment. This 
chemical group accounted for approximately 17 percent 
of all goods desired. 

About 9 percent of the inquiries called for electric 
or oil burning refrigerators for household use, as well 
as ice cream refrigerators for shops and “Carrier” type 
air-conditioning units for the home and for theaters and 
night clubs. 

Rails, structural steel, wire and tin plate also account 
for more than 8 percent, according to the survey.

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ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


PAPER BAG INDUSTRY 


-Production of paper bags at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, is 
estimated at 20,000,000 per month. The bulk of the out- 
put is in the ‘2, 1, 2, and 5 kilogram sizes. Of the 10 
manufacturers, 5 own 4 machines each and the remain- 
ing 5 have 1 or 2 each. 

The major portion of paper bags used is of the com- 
mon, brown-colored, light-weight paper for counter dis- 
pensing and packaging of consumers’ goods. Many prod- 
ucts bought at store counters continue to be wrapped in 
paper instead of paper bags. 

The use of bags for the standard packaging for inter- 
urban or nation-wide distribution of products such as 
cement, coffee, biscuits, cookies, candies, macaroni, cereal 
flours, some basic pharmaceutical drugs, and medicinal 
herbs has been stimulated by the wartime shortage of 
tin and other materials. Bags of cellulose tissue are used 
extensively where display of the contents is desired; for 
others kraft-type paper bags are used, and cement is 
packed in special kraft paper bags. Quality and sizes vary 
considerably among packers. 

In general, the double-lined bag has not been widely 
employed because of high cost, but there is a tendency 
toward the use of such bags on a larger scale. 

Practically all common paper or kraft paper bags pro- 
duced are made of domestic paper. Cellulose tissue paper 
is manufactured in Sao Paulo, but the total production 


is consumed in that city.

Hotel Boom Seen After War 

As soon as shipping restrictions are lifted, there will 
be a sudden rise in Brazilian imports of fittings, furnish- 
ings and building materials to construct new hotels for 
the tourist trade, predicts Business Week. 

The Brazilian Government has decreed measures to en- 
courage hotel building as soon as conditions permit. 
Hotels built in the next five years will be tax-exempt for 
five-year period, and free from the property-transfer tax. 
Builders may import materials duty free provided simi- 
lar Brazilian goods are not available. 

In Sao Paulo, plans for building expenses totaling 
$10,000,000 have been approved. Likewise, Rio is plan- 
ning to build two hotels, each costing $5,000,000 and 
a capitalist is planning to build a 500-apartment hotel 
at Copacabana.

Metal Manufacture Progress 

Excellent progress in the field of Brazilian metallurgy 
was revealed during the Congress of Metal Associations 
which began in Sao Paulo May 14 and concluded May 
17 at Volta Redonda, where the largest steel mills of the 
country are located. 

Delegates presented 16 written reports on raw ma- 
terials, blast furnaces, iron and steel foundries, steel 
production, and technical terminology. The delegates 
also visited many iron and steel plants. 


Caffeine Production Higher in 1945 

Production of caffeine, a relatively new industry in 
Brazil, may total 300,000 kilos in 1945 as compared with 
200,000 kilos last year, according to official figures just 
received from Rio de Janeiro. This estimate presupposes 
improved shipping facilities as well as larger supplies of 
chemicals from the United States needed for the industry, 

It is believed that Brazil will be able to produce caf- 
feine in crystal and powder form, both meeting United 
States Pharmacopoeia requirements. Preference on the 
American market is for the dehydrated or powder form. 

Brazilian caffeine is extracted from various raw ma- 
terials; herva maté (Brazilian tea), coffee, tea, guarana 
(a medicinal plant used to make Brazil’s most popular 
soft drink) and cocoa beans. However, most of the 
native caffeine is extracted from cocoa meal. Extraction 
of the product from herva maté is a new process, having 
been started in 1940. Of the ten factories in the country, 
six use herva maté, two coffee, two cocoa, and another 
factory now under construction in Ouro Preto will use 
tea. All these factories are located in the coastal states, 
with three in Sao Paulo, three in Parana, three in Santa 
Catarina and one in Bahia.

Brazil-U. S. Freight Rates Approved 
The United States Maritime Commission has given its 
approval to the modification of the Brazil-United States 
freight conference agreement eliminating differentials in 
the rates on various classes of vessels of member lines. 
The modification cancels Articles 8 and 9 as written at 
present and substitutes for Article 8 the following: 


a 


Uniform rates shall apply to all vessels and no dif- 
ferentials shall be established in rates on different 
classes of vessels and there shall be no limitation of 
sailings except as may be unanimously agreed and in- 
terpreted in the tariff.” 

A similar provision covering southbound traffic was re- 
cently approved by the Maritime Commission.
